REPORT. 

Since the last annual meeting of the proprietors of this company, a half- 
yearly meeting was held, on the 17th November, at which the directors had 
the pleasure of reporting to the proprietors, a very satisfactory advancement 
in the progress of the company’s affairs. 

The same agreeable duty devolves upon the directors on the present occa- 
sion. The progress of the ere oe the last half-year has been 
equally satisfactory ; and it appears to be now rapidly approaching the desi, 
rable position, of being in a state to yield a considerable surplus over its ex- 

nditure. 

Phe mining operations have been continued without intermission. It has 
already been stated that the two principal mines, the Bahu and the Quebra 
Panella, called, since the communication made between them, the United 
Mines had been efficiently opened out and brought into a regular course for 
working. In addition to this, operations have been commenced on the Vina- 
grado lode, and it was expected that in the course of the month of February 
last, ore would be raised from it. 

The supply of ore has been abundant to keep the stamps supplied through- 
out the year. 

The following isa statement of the produce of gold during the past year :-— 
January, 2564 oitavas; February, 2487 ditto; March, 2721 ditto; April, 
3450 ditto; May, 3878 ditto; June, 3175 ditto; July, 3879 ditto; August, 
4519 ditto ; September, 3814 ditto; October, 3399 ditto; Novemher, 3713 
ditto ; December, 4262 ditto.—Total, 41,861 oitavas. 

It will be observed with satisfaction, that this amount of produce is 50 per 
cent. higher than that of 1836, the latter having been 27,802 oitavas. It is 
also satisfactory to remark, that the produce of 1836 was obtained from the 
stamping of twenty-seven stampheads, whereas that of 1837 was obtained 
from no more than thirty-two stampheads, there having been no greater in- 
cease of the stamping pr brought into action during 1837, than one ad- 
ditiooal mill of five beads, Thus it appears, that while each stamphead gave 
in 1836, a produce of 1000 oitavas, each gave in 1837, 1300 oitavas. 

This increase has been owing, Firstly, to the stamping mills being kept 
more regularly supplied with ore—Secondly, to an improvement in the treat- 
ment of the ore, which has come into operation more particularly during the 
latter half of the year—and, Thirdly, to the ore being of better quality, since 
the mines have been brought into a regular system of working. 

Mr. Herring has been long engaged in the construction of an additional 
stamping mill, to work thirty stampheads. After great labour and expense 
this powerful piece of machinery, moved by a forty feet wheel, was complete 
on the 30th December last, and Mr. Herring expected would get regularly 
to work in stamping ore in about a fortnight from that time. From all the 
directors have heard of this piece of machinery, they have reason to believe, 
that its construction is highly creditable to all parties engaged in it. 

The directors are not aware that they are indulging any unreasonable ex- 
pectation, in looking for an increase of produce from this increase in the 
stamping power, approximating to something like double its present amount, 
The average monthly produce of the last six months of the past year was 
3931 oitavas. They hope, therefore, that the monthly produce subsequent 
to January, 1838, will approach near to double that amount. 

Of the capability of the mines to yield an abundant supply of ore for the 
increased number of s' $s, there. seems no ground of doubt, All the re- 
ports of the state of the mines agree in representing the supply of ore as al- 
most indefinite. The main object of attention in respect, will be to see 
that sufficient manual force is, kept P to coutinue sinking and driving to the 
requisite extent ; and to this point, the attention of Mr. Herring, the super- 
intendent, is continually directed. During the past year he has been much 
aided therein by being enabled to hive negroes. 

The price of gold in Brazil being subject to much fluctuation, owing to the 
variations to which the rate of exchange is subject, it is difficult to state with 
peecision what exact portion of the produce, may be required toa meet the 
nt expenditure ; but, computing the gold at the price it was producing 
in Rio Janeiro by the last advices, it would appear, according to the last es- 
timate received from Mr. Herring, that 3000 oitavas monthly will more than 
cover all the costs of the mines and the establishment, in future, and, conse- 
quently, that all amount of produce above that amount may be expected to 
be profit. From the gross produce there is however, 10 per cent. to be de- 
ducted, for the duty payable to the govercment. 

The further increase of produce which the company will have to look to, 
will arise from successive additions, from time, to time, to the stamping 
power, and from the successful use of means for increasing the relative pro- 
duce of the ore itself. 

To this latter very interesting abject, great pains have been devoted during 
the past year, Mr. Herring has had the assistance therein of Mr. Leay, a 
gentleman who has had some years’ experience in the treatment of gold ores, 
in another part of South America. After many experiments, the process of 
amalgamation by quicksilver, in the last stage of the treatment, has been 
determined upon ; and it appears that an increase of 8 per cent. in the pro- 
duce of gold is obtained thereby. In addition ta this, Mr. Herring is about 
to.put up arrastres (to be moved by water power), for the purpose of treating 
the refuse sand; and he reckons from the trials he had made, that every ar- 
rastre will give an additional produce of eight oitavas of gold per diem, or 
240 oitavas per month, and that twelve of them may be put up. 

In some general remarks on the state of the company’s affairs, dated in 
September last, Mr. Herring says :—‘‘ On a review of this year’s works it 
will appear that the mine has. been rendered cnyable of producing a permanent 
supply of ore for double the number of heads that were working on the 1st of 
January of this year—that the stamping power has_ been raised to meet the 
suelo thas a good 8 per cent. profit has, been effected,on the gold-working 
i uce, by the intervention of quicksilver—and that it is proved satisfactorily 
at every arrastre we can put up, to a certain limit (suppose we say twelve,

The annual general meeting of the shareholders of this company was 
held at the offices, 32, Great Winchester-street, on Thursday, 3d inst. 
Huenay Wagener, Esq., in the chair. 
The advertisement convening the meeting having been read, the fol- 
lowing report was submitted :— 


It will be in the recollection of the proprietors, that at the special general 
meeting which was held on the 24th of August 1836, for the purpose of 
deciding on the plans which it might’ be deemed expedient to adopt, with 
reference to the future prosecution of the undertaking, two letters, which 
had hinge | been circ emengst the proprietors, were taken into con- 
sideration, One from Mr. Kurtz, chief mining officer of the company, 
the other from the late Mr. Obicini, who, during a period of five years, had 
presided over the administration of the affairs of the company, as its chief 
commissioner in Oaxaca, Both these gentlemen were then in London, and 
attended the meeting, having a short time before returned from Oaxaca. 

The object of these two letters was, in the most decided terms, to en- 
courage the directors and proprietors to persevere with the undertaking, 
even if it should be necessary to advance 5/. per share more, by half- yearly 
instalments, for the purpose of giving full effect to the plans then developed 
by Mr. Kurtz and Mr, Obicini, in their respectiye communications—the 
leading features of which were to recommend an active prosecution of the 
trial works on the principal lodes of the mines in the district of Yavesia, 
especially those of ‘‘ Purisima Concepcion,’’ in the northern district, and of 
‘¢ San Francisco de Asis,’’ in the southern district, by attacking which, in 
ground hitherto untouched, by means of adits, or deep levels, Mr. Kurtz en- 
tertained a confident expectation (if he should be fortunate enough to meet 
with the lode in good ores), that he would be able to extract weekly a 
thousand ¢argas of ore from the ‘‘ San Francisco” class of mines alone, 
taking into his calculation only the field of ores then proposed to be attacked 
by means of the adits of “ Soledad’’ and ‘‘ Jesus Maria,”’ but which ex- 
traction might be greatly extended, by driving an adit still deeper than that 
of ‘* Jesus Maria,” if it should hereafter be deemed advisable to do so. 

Another leading object of Mr. Kurtz’s letter was, to impress on the direc- 
tors and proprietors his conviction, even if he should fail (contrary to all ex- 
pectation and analogy in Mexican mining) in meeting with richer ores in 
deeper workings, that.he sould still. be enabled by means of railroads con- 
structcd within the adits and levels, by which he intended to carry on the 
trial works in the mines, to extract the ores at so much cheaper a rate than 
formerly, that, what before left little or no profit, would, in future, owing to 
the cheaper extraction of the ores, leave a remunerating profit. 

A third important object to which the attention of the directors and pro- 
prietors was particularly directed was, the active prosecution of the new 
mode of reduction, by wet stamping, gold pan amalgamation, and concentra- 
tion, which, prior to Mr. Obicini’s return to Europe, had been successfully, 
though on a small scale, introduced into the company’s establishment at 
‘* Socorro.”’ So impressed were the directors with the i rtance of this 
plan, as applicable to the district of Yavesia, abounding as it does with the 
poorest class of ores, to which this mode of reduction is peculiarly applicable, 
that they lost no time in giving the needful instructions for carrying it into 
effect, by appropriating the hacienda of ‘‘ Socorro’’ almost exclusively to 
the purpose, and by sending out the machinery required for giving full effect 
to it ; and they haye now the satisfaction of reporting, that the process has 
been carried on, on a large scale, for a period of six months (from July to 
January last), with undeviating success. ; 

The result of the operations during that period, as reported in the last 
letter received from the company’s agents at the mines, has been, that 19,830 
quintals of halvan ores, of an average ley of about one ounce of silver per 
quintal (consequently totally unfit for any other process) have been crushed, 
producing 6400 quintals of ‘‘lamas,’”’ of an average ley of one and a half 
ounce of silver per quintal ; 300 quintals of ‘ polvillos,” averaging five and 
a half ounces per quintal, and about seventy marcs of auriferous silver 
obtained from the pans, of the value of 81300; which, by analogy with the 
accounts hitherto furnished, of such parts of the ‘‘lamas’’ and ‘ polvillos,”’ 
as had actually been reduced, may fairly be estimated to produce 48600 at a 
cost, in ‘‘ maquila”’ charges, of #5600, thus leaving a surplus of #3000, 
besides the profit on the ‘“‘maquila”’ (or reduction account), which cannot be 
estimated at less than 81000; together, therefore, 84000, on half a year’s 
operations, ean to 48000, or 1600/. for the year from one mill, which 
will defray all the expenses of the bern official establishment at the 
mines, and thus leave the mining and reduction establishments unincum- 
dered with general charges. This result, although it-aray perhaps be deemed 
unimportant in itself, is of great importance if viewed in connection with the 
principle which it establishes, that a considerable profit in proportion to the 
capital employed in the operation, can be derived ftom the reauction of the 
very poorest class of ores, even what are termed ‘‘ halvan’’ ores, or the 
refuse of former workings, 

It is fair to presume, therefore, that better results will attend the reduc, 
tion by this process of such ores as may be procured, from the mines them- 
selves, especially from the Purisima mine, although for the most part of too 
poor a quality to admit of a profitable reduction by any other process hithertg 
used in Mexico. And as the supply of these two classés of ores may be con- 
sidered, on the concurrent testimony of al] the company’s officers, past and 
present, as inexhaustible, it rests with the directors themselves to give such 
extension to this new process as they may hereafter deem advisable and 
consistent with the limited water-power which they possess in the district. 
They have not, however, hitherto deemed it advisable to give greater exten- 
sion to it, than by sanctioning the conversion of one of the dry stamping 
mills at ‘‘ Yavesia’’ to a wet one, of the same description of power as that 
at ‘* Socorro ;”” which alteration was undertaken bythe agents themselves, 
without even waiting for the sanction of the directors, so convinced were 
they, as they themselves stated, not only of the advantages likely to result 
from it, but that they would be enabled to defray the expenses of erecting 
the second -mill out of the profits of the first, before the second could be 
completed ; thereby doubling thefr produce of silver, from this mode of re- 
duction. 

The reason why the directors. do not deem it expedient, for the present at 
least, to give greater extension to this process is, that, as their water-power 
is limited, they might too much cripple the operations by patio and barrel 
amalgamation of the better elass of ores, should Mr. Kurtz be fortunate 
enough to mect with such in the progress of the trial works, which he has 
veen actively engaged in prosecuting ever since his return to the district, es- 
pecially on the lode of ‘‘ San Francisco,’’, which, by his last mining report, 
dated the 14th of January, required to be driven only seventeen varas more, 
in the level of “‘ Soledad,” to be carried under the last level of the old work - 
ings by the former owners; so that, to use his own expressiou, ‘‘ the period 
was rapidly approaching when he would be able to attack this important lode 
at four different points in yirgin ground."’ 

The other trial works indicated in Mr. Kurta’s letter, of the 3d of August, 
1836, have also been actively prosecuted ever since. his. return, especially 
those in the mines ‘ Purisima ”’ and ‘‘ Soledad,’’ .and the adits ‘‘ Poder de 
Dios ’’ and ‘‘Esperanza.’”’. And although no decided results have yet at-, 
tended these operations, it must be borne in mind, that the very nature of 
these trial works is such as to require aiong time to complete them, being 

rincipally long adits, in deep workings—generally in very. hard ground. 

o impressed was Mr, Kurtz with the difficulties that he would have to en- 
counter in these trial works, and the time which would be required to sur- 
mount them, that, in his report, so frequently before alluded to, he did not 
venture to anticipate their completion in less than three years from the date 
of his report, although he might be fortunate enough to meet with a rich and 
productive lode in some of them, at any period of his operations ; and through- 
out the whole of his reports, since his return to the district, he has not ceased 
to express the same confidence as to his ultimate success. 

The directors can, therefore, only recommend perseverance, and the same 
confidence which they themselves repose in the talents, integrity, and zeal, 
of the principal officers now employed in the company’s service in Oaxaca, sa- 
tisfied asthe directors feel, that whatever can, will be done by them, 
to discharge their duties faithfully, and to promote the prosperity of the com- 
pany by every means in their power. 

In the meanwhile, it must be satisfactory to the proprietors to learn, that 
the greatest part, if not the entire profits of the second wet stamping mill,

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CANAL TO UNITE THE SEVERN, WEAVER, AND MERSEY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Sin,—Permit me through the medium of your valuable paper to call 
the attention of capitalists to ar. undertaking which I am surpriséd has so 
long escaped the notice of the scientific part of the community, and which 
is one which will not only be of a most lucrative nature. to the share- 
holders, but a very great advantage to the district through which it 
passes. The project I allude to is the formation of a barge canal upon 
the principle of the Caledonian Canal, by which a junction may be ef- 
fected between the important rivers—the Severn, the Weaver, and the 
Mersey—and by which goods might at once be forwarded to Ireland and 
along the coast without the loading and reloading which takes place under 
the present system. The route I should propose would be from Shrews- 
bury to Stafford, thence through the Trent valley by the contrary side of 
the Potteries to that upon which the Trent and Mersey Canal flows, and 
crossing the Macclesfield Canal, thence across the plains of Cheshire to 
Winsford, where the junction would be formed with the Weaver, and 
from whence there is a navigable passage into the Mersey. Thus, Mr. 
Editor, the iron of Shropshire, the agricultural productions of the district 
through which the line passed, as also the manufactures of the Potteries 
and the mines of the neighbourhood, would find a new and better mode of 
transit to the various markets than is at present afforded, and while the 
line would engross the whole, or nearly the whole of the carrying trade at 
present existing on the proposed line, it would also open fresh markets 
for the agricultural and mineral productions of the district it passéd 
through, and the carriage of coals to the salt works at Winsford wauld 
alone form a very handsome item in the receipts—probably sufficient to 
pay the interest upon the expense of cutting a canal from that point to 
the Potteries. 

Trusting that these few remarks may lead to a more minute investigg- 
tion of the merits of the proposed line,

The defective state of the laws affecting Joint-Stock Banks is, 
subject on which we have often commented, nor can its importance 
be overrated at the present time, when these establishments, ip 
spite of all the difficulties with which they have had to contend, 
have increased in number and importance beyond the most san. 
guine expectations which could a few years ago have been formed 
of them, and have given proofs of successful operation which 
speak more loudly in their favour than the most elaborate argu. 
ments could do. 
The proceedings of Parliament with reference to these concerns 
now forms a subject of much interest and anxiety—that every desire 
exists on the part of the Legislature to do them full justice there ig 
little reason to doubt, while that powerful interests are opposed to 
their progress is also certain. It is, perhaps, in some measure 
owing to this ‘circumstance that so much uncertainty and hesi- 
tation has hitherto been displayed in legislating on this important 
subject, although pressing itself for so long atime on the consi. 
deration of the Government. When it is considered, however, 
how deeply the commercial prosperity of the country is interwoven 
with the state and regulation of our monetary system, it must be 
evident that unnecessary delay ought’above all things to be avoided, 
and that our banking system, and more especially the department 
under consideration, ought speedily to be placed on an equitable, 
and at the same time, firm and certain footing. 
Granting, however, that notwithstanding the copious report al- 
ready produced on the subject of Joint-Stock Banks, the abundant 
information elicited by Parliamentary discussion, and other sources, 
the data may be yet too imperfect for final legislation, still it would 
be well to have at least a clear understanding of the principles to be 
adopted in a future stage of the proceedings. If these principles 
were generally known, and we think their announcement could not 
at the present time be considered premature, much of the uncer- 
tainty which has for a long time past prevailed would be done away 
with, and a corresponding benefit would arise. 
Much information on the subject of our Banking system, will 
doubtless arise from the labours of the committee jus¢ appointed, 
and it is very probable that great and general changes may at no 
distant period be madein it. Many of the principles on which fu- 
ture changes may be founded must even now be well established, 
and a partial exposition, if not an immediate application of them, 
might therefore be reasonably expected. Numerous, influential, 
and talented, as are the parties connected with Joint-Stock Banks, 
and fully alive as they must be to the importance of the proceed- 
ings now pending, we have no doubt that the results will in the 
end be satisfactory and beneficial ; could a little more promptitude 
and energy be infused into them, it would, however, be still more 
gratifying to all who are concerned. Protracted and _ hesitating 
legislative proceedings are evils to which a country situated like 
our own is peculiarly liable; the immense mass of public business 
which is constantly accumulating, and the complicated interests 
which are interwoven with every change, must ever tend to pro- 
duce it, still in cases like the present, where hesitation and uncer- 
tainty are productive of so much injury, every exertion should b 
used to accelerate the progress of measures on which so much 
depends, 





The present position of many of our principal railways is well 
calculated not only to attract attention from the public, but to afford 
the highest satisfaction both to the Directors and Shareholders who 
have all along supported these great undertakings “ through good 
report and evil report,” and who now see them, notwithstanding 
all obstacles, whether engineering or financial, fast verging towards 
completion. The opening of a railway, although but for a portion 
of its whole length, is a most important era in the undertaking—it 
marks the period when a heavy expenditure is suddenly terminated 
—and what is still more satisfactory, when an immediate state of 
profit and daily returns may be expected to succeed it. 

In this satisfactory state, several of our great railways will now 
be found—scarcely a month has elapsed since we announced the 
further opening of the London and Birmingham line, now com- 
pleted for two-thirds of its entire length, and not more than another 
month will elapse before the Great Western and the Southampton 
Railways will be in partial operation—the former as far as Maiden- 
head, the latter to Woking, near Guildford. Thus, during the en- 
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also expected to be opened, the inhabitants of the metropolis will 
have a large portion of the surrounding country rendered acces- 
sible by the rapid and convenient medium of railway conveyance, 
and will be able to enjoy, although to a limited extent, the nume- 
rous advantages which another year or two will so fully develope. 

Of the vigour and persevering energy with which railway works 
in general are conducted, highly creditable as it must be both to 
the Engineers and Directors, we cannot have a more convincing 
proof than is afforded by the railways under consideration, which, 
notwithstanding all the disadvantages of a winter of such extraor- 
dinary severity as the last, have still gradually proceeded towards 
completion, and are now able to take advantage of the approach of 
summer, by their long-expected partial opening. 

The subject we have here casually touched upon—the merits of 
those gentlemen on whom, as Directors or Engineers of railway com- 
panies, the arduous and responsible task of carrying into effect 
these great undertakings has fallen, is, however, deserving of some- 
thing more than a passing notice. The labours of these gentle. 
men, the energy and perseverance with which they have grappled 
and overcome all difficulties—(difficulties of which the public or even 
the shareholders have in general but a slight and inadequate idea), 
are indeed deserving of the highest commendation, and ought not 
to be overlooked at the moment of completing the enormous works 
on which their time and attention have been for years engaged. 

We speak from facts within our own knowledge, when we say 
that had it not been for unceasing sacrifices of personal conve- 
nience, accompanied by the most fatiguing and unremitting exer- 
tion, the great works which are now verging on completion, would 
have been in a comparatively backward condition, and very possibly 
another twelvemonth would have elapsed before they had attained 
their present forward state. The scientific knowledge which has 
been displayed in overcoming natural difficulties, the taste of de- 
sign, and the admirable skill and durability of construction evinced 
in these works, must speak for themselves to all who view them ; 
but we have thought it proper thus briefly to notice what is not, 
perhaps, quite so obvious—the great personal sacrifices at which 
their early completion and perfect construction has been attained.

Gongo Soco, Jan. 19.—In paragraph 4, of January 9, I stated that I 
expected a visit from Mr. J. C. Hocheder, who accordingly came here on 
the 10th, and left on the 13th inst., and who having, during his stay here, 
carefully examined and fully discussed the mine, gave it as his opinion that 
Gongo, from its present prospects, was worth more as a mine than at any 
former period within his knowledge of it. This opinion, which he will give 
in writing, is rationally founded upon the fact that the progress of our opera- 
tion has opened a new field both in extent in the west and in depth at Vesey’s 
shaft, since the discovery of the jacotinga found at the bottom of our work- 
ings, to drive a fifty fathom level. During Mr. Hocheder’s visit some of 
this jacotinga was brought up to the surface, and gave so good a sample of 
gold when washed in the batea, that we are afraid to place too much reliance 
upon the correctness of the experiments made on the occasion, and we ac~ 
cordingly propose that before any jacotinga is passed through the new stamps 
(Curtis’s—removed to the Louisa wheel), which will be at work in a few 
days, six heads should be used for a while to stamp the jacotinga from the 
fifty-five fathom level, in order to produce a result, founded upon the sure 
grounds of actual operations on a large scale; if this trial proves that the 
jacotinga is only half as rich as the batea would show it to be generally (as 
the sample tried was not from or near any vein), we have not only an excel- 
lent supply for our new stamps, and close to them, but the prospect of anew 
mine as it were, wherever we may meet and pursue west under the old work 
ings, and north, east, and south in new ground, veins equal in produce to 
those worked in former days near the surface.

Morro das Aimas, Jan. 15.—It is about fourteen months since I last in- 
spected the mine of Gongo, and I feel pleasure in stating that the operations 
carried on since then appear to me to have been executed with great vigour 
and activity—this alludes particularly to the western grounds, in which a 
new field for work, by the discovery of a second ‘* shut or band,’’ completely 
distinct from the original one, is now firmly established ; this is the more 
satisfactory, as it proves that the Gongo jacotinga coincides with others in 
this country as regards the plurality of rich deposits or bands in the course 
of the furmation, and it encourages the hope that a third or more of these 
rich shuts may exist in the western continuation of this jacotinga. Another 
most interesting feature of the mine, is the circumstance that the main or 
gold-bearing jacotinga has been cut in sinking Vesey’s shaft before the 
forty-eight fathom level, by which the fact is now established that this jaco- 
tinga continues in depth, without having been heaved south or cut off by a 
slide. The sample I saw taken from the jacotinga, in the present bottom of 
Vesey’s shaft, is indeed encouraging, as it would indicate the existence of a 
rich vein in this quarter ; of this I should suppose (judging from the easterly 
inclination of the rich shut in the higher workings) a productive result would 
occur at some distance westward from this shaft in opening the fifty-five 
fathom level, and workiog its backs ; the discovery of a second north vein, 
at Aveline’s shaft, which has proved productive, gives an additional value to 
the mine—this vein being as yet only worked to a limited extent in its run 
and dip, is likely to give profitable returns in depth. From your south cross- 
cut, in the twenty-one west, towards the Cumba adit shaft, you may now in 
a short time expect to get the Cumba mine into play—a field as yet little ex- 
plored, with the exception that a gold vein is known to exist in this quarter. 
Taking all the circumstances into consideration, there is reason to entertain 
the most cheering hope for the future prospects of the Gongo mine, and I 
may venture to say, that my opinion of the value of that mine is more favour- 
able than I ever entertained previously. My opinion as regards the so- 
called south j.cotinga is unaltered, under this body of jacotinga I always 
comprehended the layers of jacotinga in the west channel of ground at (the 
late) Skerrett’s shaft. The captains’ named the whole body of the stratum 
lying south of the bed of hard ironstone, ‘‘ south jacotinga,’’ and retaining 
this distinction, we have to the north of the hard bed, the ‘ north jaco~ 
tinga,’’ comprehending the formerly called ‘‘ South lode,’’ middle vein, 
north vein, and the recently discovered vein lying still further north than 
the former. To the south of this hard bed the whole stratum may then be 
termed ‘‘ south jacotinga,’’ containing the bed immediately resting on the 
hard bed, and the wet channel of ground superincumbent to the former, the 
hard bed, forming, therefore, the nominal division of the north and south 
jacotinga; and taking this as generally understood, I should say that I do 
not entertain any expectation of productiveness from the south jacotinga, 
but my whole att-ntion would be bestowed upon the other, the north jaco- 
tinga, in working the mine at a greater depth; my reasons for so thinking 
are not, however, founded upon any geological discrepancy of the south jaco- 
tinga, but merely on the fact that all the workings hitherto carried on in 
this part of the formation have proved unsuccessful, whilst the gold has been 
invariably found in the north jacotinga. The south jacotinga has now been 
explored by means of cross-cuts by Walker’s tram level—twenty-one adit level, 
twenty-one entrance level, thirty-four south cross-cut, forty-one south cross- 
cut, with its branches, forty-eight south cross-cuts, towards Skerrett’s, and se- 
veral others. By means of levels driven on the course, the south jacotinga has 
been explored by the Gongo adit itself: from all these workings in the south 
jacotinga, I should conclude that there has been a fair trial, and I entertain, 
therefore, but small hopes of finding a rich deposit in this quarter, and from 
this reason I should not attempt driving south from the fifty-five fathom level, 
but'should I ultimately be tempted to make further explorations in the south 
jacotinga, I should establish them in the forty-eight and forty-one, where the 
stratum is more drained, and where the water can be carried off by the adit 
instead of going into the sump and burdening the engine. My plan would 
be, therefore, to drive west from the present bottom of Vesey’s, and open 
winzes to the forty-eight and forty-oné, on the north jacotinga, where at 
once the back of two levels are entire ; then my explorations would be directed 
towards the north, with the view of examining the continuation and nature 
of the north veins, which have proved so productive in the higher grounds.

The present amount of traffic 
being limited, no accurate estimate can be formed of the tonnage or in- 
come expected. The company do not require any additional capital. 
That there is no rival railway contemplated ; no plane required to be 
worked by extra engines ; no engineering difficulty ; gradients and curves 
favourable ; and estimates of the cost, including branches, 23,3521.”’ 

CosmercitaL Buackwatt Rartway.—This company is purchasing 
the property on the line as fast asit can; and the instant possession shall 
have been obtained, operations will be conmmenced. 

Newcastte anp Norra Sarecps Ratway Exrenston Birtu.—

Rartway From Nor?raaMPtTon TO THE LONDON AND BirnMINGHAM 
Lryg.—This branch railway is in contemplation, and a survey has just 
been completed by an engineer, whose report is very favourable ; the cost 
would probably be between forty and fifty thousand pounds. 

Proposep Extension or THE CHESTER AND Crewe Rattway 
To THE Porrertes.—On Monday last, in consequence of a numerous 
and respectably-signed requisition by individuals connected with the 
potteries, to take into consideration the extension of the above line, a 
meeting was held at the Swan Inn, Hanley, R. E. Heathcote, Esq., in the 
chair, to promote the above object, when several addresses were made, 
and resolutions proposed, showing the necessity and utility of promoting 
this object by the above company, in consequence of the lukewarmness 
displayed by the Grand Junction Railway in undertaking its performance. 

OreninG oF THE Great Western Raitway.—Considerable exer- 
tions have been made for some time past to open the “‘ Great Western ’’ 
Railway in the course of next month, and we understand it will be per- 
fectly ready by the 25th of May—that the directors will have the large 
plant of engines and carriages running during the week immediately fol- 
lowing that day, to prove every thing im order—and that the line to 
Maidenhead will be open to the public on the 4th of June. As the Eton 
Montem is on the 5th, Ascot Races on the 10th, and the Coronation of 
her Majesty on the 28th of Jane, we do not wonder at the directors 
having made some effort to be ready at the time now intended. We are 
quite sure that the delay which has occurred beyond the time first con- 
templated for the opening, will be amply compensated by the substantial 
nature and perfect finish of the works ; and further, that the travelling on 
this important line of communication with the Southern and Western 
Counties, the whole of South Wales, and at least half of Ireland, will 
create a most favourable impression on the tens of thousands who will 
resort to it during its first month—a month so memorable in the future 
history of our country.— Sua 

BinMINnGHAM, Baistot, AND TuHaMes Junction Ramway.—An 
attempt to ‘‘ ¢ail-rope”’ this line having been defeated, by the firmness 
of its engineer, and the report which Mr. Vignoles, on being appealed to, 
decided the guestiones vexatas, made in favour of Mr. Hosking’s arrange- 
ment of the line, and against the tail-roping, the works are now proceed- 
ing with vigour, and with the greatest rapidity that the peculiar circum- 
stances of the case admit of. The works for carrying the railway under 
the Paddington Canal, the new cut of the canal itself, and the suspension- 
road bridge over both will be completed before Midsummer, when the ca- 
nal will be turned, so that the spoil from the upper cutting to the London 
and Birmingham Railway, may go through to fill in the embankment which 
takes the line down to the Uxbridge-road. That embankment now ex- 
tends nearly to the foot of Wormwood Scrubbs, where a public road passes 
under it. The diversion and improvement of the main line of sewage 
falling into the Kensington Canal, is to be immediately proceeded with, 

reparatory to the construction of the railway from the Kensington Canal 
basta to meet the upper part of the line at the Uxbridge-road, and this, 
it is expected, will be so far advanced before the next winter, that the 
line may be opened contemporaneously with the London and Birmingham 
Railway, for general business.— Railway Magazine. 

Tarr Vate Raitway—This railway is progressing very favourably. 
Satisfactory arrangements have been made with nearly the whole of the 
propriet »rs whose lands will be wanted, and along the whole line the utmost 
activity is now perceptible. The portion comprised in the Cardiff district 
was commenced last week, and already conveys, an idea of its formation 
when ready. It is avowed by those most competent to give an opinion, 
that in less than eighteen months the railway will be opened as far as Qua- 
kers’ Yard from Cardiff, so that all the coal now brought down the Gla- 
morganshire Canal for shipment will then be conveyed by this very supe- 
rior mode of transit; and another circumstance of import to the coal- 
owners, they will be saved the enormous quantity perpetually purloined 
from the boats on its way to Cardiff. The Bute Ship Canal will also be 
completed about the same time; and these two stupendous undertakings 
combined must soon contribute to place Cardiff much higher in the scale 
of maritime towns than it stands at present.— Cambrian. 

Lonpon anp SoutrHamepton Raiway.—On Tuesday the directors 
of this railway proceeded along the line from London to Woking-common, 
a distance of twenty-three miles, preparatory to its being opened to the 
public on the 14th instant. The object of the journey was to arrange the 
stations as well as to test the safety of the line, and to give such orders 
as will ensure the public against accidents on the opening. The excursion 
was most satisfactory. The engine employed on the occasion was made 
by Messrs. C. Tayleur and Co., of Warrington, and during some parts of 
the journey went at the rate of twenty-five miles an hour. It was a sin- 
gular and gratifying circumstance that the directors were on this occasion 
accompanied by John Moss, Esq., the chairman of the directors of the 
Grand Junction Railway, and by Charles Lawrence, Esq., the chairman 
of the directors of the Liverpool and Manchester Railway, and these gen- 
tlemen both expressed themselves highly pleased with the state of the 
works, and comparatively finished state of the railway. 

ConTineENTAL Rattwars.—The Brussels journals state that seven 
Englishmen, who have been employed as constructors of engines and con- 
ductors on the several railroads of Belgium from their first commence- 
ment, have embarked at Antwerp for London, whence they will go into 
Russia, being engaged there in similar employments,.on very advantageous 

_terms.—The Grand Duke of Tuscany has authorised the construction of 
a railroad between Leghorn and Florence. The plan is to he submitted 
to the government “by the 30th of April, 1839, at the latest; and if the 
government resolves to have the road made, it is to have the preference. 
The expense is estimated at 30,000,000 of Tuscan lire. 

Raitroaps 1n Fraance.—The railroad question seems that of greatest 
interest in the French journals of Friday and Saturday. The pro 
of the government, and the rude rejection of them by the commission, 
form the subject of fierce dispute. As we said before, it was unwise to 
make this a party question, unwise in the minister to exclude companies 
from all the great lines interesting to the metropolis and most likely to 
attract capital ; whilst, on the other hand, the commission has been actu- 
ated by a spirit of rather rancorous mere ion in rejecting the offers of 





great lines, even that northwards; have-not been filled up. But last year 
M. Cockerill alone offered to! undertake this. The opposition prints 
stoutly affirm the subscriptions. to be filled and overflowing. And if one 
is to judge from the heat of the journals, the discussion of the Chamber 
on this subject will resemble the late amusing scramble at. Vienna, where,‘ 
when an office for subscriptions: was. opened fora railway to Raab, we be- 
lieve, in Hungary, the peaceful citizens tore off wigs.and coats in the ge- 
neral rush to get shares, The company of the Havre railroad has pub- 
lished the results of its subscriptions : 71,000 shares, of 1000 francs-each, 
were subscribed by 4116 holders. The average number of shares sub- 
scribed by each holder is sixteen, Foreigners have subscribed for 84 
millions of francs, i. e. one-tenth of the capital required ; the departments 
for 74 millions; bankers for only 6 millions ; whilst 48 millions of francs 
have been subscribed in small portions by the citizens of Paris. The 
Courrier Francais contrasts this with the state of things. in England, 
where of the twenty-eight railroads authorised before 1838, requiring 400 
millions of francs capital, there were but 2000 shareholders.— Chronicle. 
Croypon Ramway.—On the Forest-hill contraet. of this railway, 
which but a few weeks since scarcely exhibited symptoms of such a work, 
the exertion of 800 men on a line of a mile and a few chains has almost 
incredibly converted that portion of the line into a complete railway. 
CALEDONIAN, FurNEsS, AND West CumBerLanp Rainway,—The 
subscription for the survey of this railway proceeds most favourably, and 
Mr. Hague is about to commence his survey of the estuaries of Morecambe 
Bay and Duddon ; indeed the work may now be said to have commenced, 
the prospectus will shortly be issued, and a company formed, to carry inte 
effect. this line of railway.— Whitehaven Herald. 
Gaeat Wastern Rattway.—A vein of fossil shell has been met with 
by tne labourers at Sonning-hill, on the Great Western line, being the 
first yet discovered ; it was found twenty-one feet beneath the surface of 
the old London-road, in the gravel. This vein was very thin, and very 
similar in appearance, and description of shell, to the marine deposits at 
Woodley, Earley, and the neighbourhood of Bob’s Mount. 
Great Western Rarpwar Rriorers.—We do not know whether 
the Brentford justices are Irishmen or no ; but certain it is that their de- 
cision in the case of these persons savours somewhat of that species of 
mistake which the natives of the sister kingdom are noted for, Of the 
persons concerned in these outrages, as many as eighteen are, after having 
been remanded, brought before them ; and of these they single out, in 
their estimation, the least guilty, whom they condemn, fine, and im- 
prison, leaving the ringleaders to be tried bya jury. Should the latter 
happen to be acquitted. the punishment of the former will assuredly fur- 
nish a specimen of Irish justice. But this comes of applying two kinds 
of law to one and the same transaction. 


THE NEW QUICKSILVER STEAM-SHIP. 
LivERPOOL, APRIL 24.—The spleudid new steamer (Columbus), destined 
shortly to cross the Atlantic, which has created much interest from the novel 
construction of the machinery, made after Mr. Howard’s invention, for the 
rapid vapourisation of water ou iron plates over heated quicksilver, this after- 
noon took a trial trip dowa the Mersey, and round the light-ship, with a 
highly respectable party of gentlemen on board. She excited much curiosity 
on the river from the novelty of her appearance and the beauty of her model. 
In her construction she has more of the appearance of an elegant made brig. 
She has two chimneys, both very low, and from the peculiar coal, the anthra- 
cite consumed by her, no smoke is emitted. By the politeness of Captain 
Daniel Green, her commander, and Mr. Howard, the inventor of her ma- 
chinery, we have been furnished with the following culars :--The Colum- 
bus is 330 tons, builder’s measurement, being 214 feet beam, and 145 feet 
keel, with 134 feet depth of hold. She has 110-horse power, two 55-feet 
engines, the cylinder being 40$ inches diameter, and 34 feet stroke, and 
wheel 174 feet diameter.

quantity of water, previously made boiling hot, in contact with a compara- 
tively small surface, heated to and maintained at the temperature of most 
rapid vapourisation—viz. about 400 degrees—to effect which a quantity of 
mercury or amalgum lies between.iron plates, the one near the fire being a 
plain surface of only three-quarters of a foot per horse power, and the other, 
or vapourising surface, being about four times as much, 
obtains a density or pressure due to the temperature, but is. itself heated to 
about 400 degrees, and worked in about ten pounds to the inch, and cut off 
from the cylinder at half the stroke. The fuel made use of is coke or stone 
coal, or other fuel giving a strong local heat and little flame. That em- 
ployed to-day was Kilkeany coal. The consumption of fuel is three tons per 
day of twenty-four hours, and the fire-grates have a total bar surface of only 
twenty-two feet, the air being supplied by a small blowing machine, under 
easy regulation. The iron plates exposed to the fire are perfectly secured 
from any bad effect from the somewhat intease heat by the close contact of 
the mercury within them, and which absorbs and gives out the heat with the 
utmost rapidity. The combined effect of the rel ction in the consumption 
of fuel, and in the weight and size of the vapourisers compared with boilers, 
is such that a steam-vessel of any ordinary tonnage and power will be en- 
abled, at her loaded immersion, to make a voyage of five times the length 
now practicable. The steamer made a delightful trip round the light-ship,
